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Deduction for Depreciation 


The Internal Revenue Code pro- 
vides for “a reasonable allowance 
for the exhaustion, wear and tear of 
property used in the trade or busi- 
ness, including a reasonable allow- 
ance for obsolescence.” For conven- 
ience, such allowance usually is re- 
ferred to as depreciation. 


In claiming a deduction for de- 
preciation several fundamental 
principles must be observed. The 
deduction must be confined to 
property actually used in a trade, 
business, or profession, and to im- 
provements on real property, other 
than property used by the taxpayer 
as his personal residence. In gen- 
eral, it applies to the taxpayer’s 
capital assets—buildings, machnery, 
etc.—the cost of whch cannot be 
deducted as a business expense. 

A lawyer, doctor, or other pro- 
fessional man may not charge off as 
a current expense the cost of a li- 
brary used wholly in his profession, 
this being a capital expenditure and 
the library a capital asset: but he 
may deduct an allowance for de- 
preciation based upon the useful life 
of the library. If part of a profes- 
sional man’s residence is used by 
him for office purposes, a propor- 
tionate amount of the depreciation- 
sustained may be deducted, based 
generally on the ratio of the ane 
ber of rooms used for such purposes 
to the total number of rooms in the 
building. The same principle applies 
if a taxpayer rents to others a por- 
tion of his residence. Under such 
conditions, however, the taxpayer 
must include in his gross income 
the rentals received. 

Depreciation Allowances 

The amount to be recovered by 
depreciation is the cost of the prop- 
erty, if acquired by purchase af- 
ter February 28, 1913. If acquired 
by purchase prior to March 1, 1913, 
the basis is the cost of the proper- 
ty, less depreciation sustained prior 
to March 1, 1913, or the fair mar- 
ket value on March 1, 1913, which- 
ever is greater. 

The proper allowance for depre- 
ciation is that amount which should 
be set aside for the taxable year in 
accordance with a reasonably con- 
sistent plan (not necessarily a uni- 
form rate) whereby the aggregate 
amount so set aside plus the sal- 
vage value, will at the end of the 
useful life of the property equal 
the cost or other basis of the prop- 
erty. 

The depreciation rate of a build- 
ing is not based upon the number 
of years it will stand before being 
condemned and razed but on the 
number of years it will remain 
habitable or serviceable, for the 
purpose for which constructed. 

If the taxpayer builds a new 
building, the period over which de- 
preciation may be claimed begins 
at the time the building is complet- 
ed and capable of being used. The 
buildings under construction are not 
subject to a depreciation allowance. 

If it is clearly shown that, be- 
cause of economic or other con- 
ditions, property must be aban- 
doned at a date prior to the end of 
its normal useful life, so that de- 
preciation deductions alone are in- 
sufficient to return the cost or 
other basis, a reasonable deduction 
for escence may be allowed 
in addition to depreciation. No 
deduction. for obsolescence is per- 
mitted because, in the opinion of 
the taxpayer, the property may be- 
come eerie at some future date.

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Feb. 16 is Luke 17, the Golden 
Text being Ephesians 4:32, “Be ye 
kind one to another, tenderheart- 
ed, forgiving each other, even as 
God also in Christ forgave you.”) 


FORGIVENESS and gratitude 
they are two often neglected 
virtues, but which our Lord Jesus 
thought important enough to 
make prominent in His teachings. 

The chapter commences by 
Jesus saying that “It is impossi- 
ble, but that offences will come: 
but woe unto him through whom 
they conie!” 

In other words. those who 
tempt others to do wrong. are 
worse than the wrongdoers. Woe 
to them! They will surely suffer 
for making others to stumble. We 
all know how hard it is to resist 
temptation when a dear friend 
asks us to do something we know 
is wrong. That is one lesson for 
us to learn, and learn. well—never 
tempt others to do what we know 
would be wrong for them to do 

The lesson of forgiveness Jesus 
illustrates by saying that if a 
brother—by which he means any- 
One connected with us. relative, 
friend or acquaintance—offends or 
trespasses against us. we may re- 
buke him, not because of our feel- 


Ings, -but because it is proper that 
he should be shown where he is 
in the wrong. If such a person 
should repent and say he is sorry, 
we should immediately say we 
forgive him; yea, even if he 
transgress seven times, but each 
time be sorry, we should for- 
give that many times. And if 
we forgive, it should not be a lip 
forgiveness, while we cherish dis- 
like and resentment. True forgive- 
ness means we will forget the in- 
cident as well as say we forgive. 


Increase Our Faith 


“Lord, increase our faith,” the 
apostles asked their Master. Jesus 
asked them how they would act if 
&@ servant came from working in 
the fields. Would they tell him to 
go and eat, or would they not 
rather tell him to serve them and, 
after they had eaten, the servant 
would have his meal? : 

The servant was paid to serve 
the master, and he should not, 
therefore, take any credit to him- 
self for his service. Likewise, 
when the apostles did their duty 
to God, they should not take 
credit for that, but should think 
of themselves as only doing their 
duty. “We are unprofitable serv- 
ants: we have done that which 
‘was our duty to do.” 

Jesus was on His way to Jeru- 
salem, and as He entered a certain

village, there met Him ten men 
who were lepers. They cried to 
Him, “Jesus, Master, have mercy 
upon us.” “Go shew yourselves to 
the priests,” Jesus answered, and 
as they obeyed Him, they were 
made. clean. Did all thank Him and 
glorify God? No, only one of the 
ten. He came back to Jesus and, 
with a loud voice, glorified God, 
falling on his face at His feet— 
and he was a Samaritan. “Were 
there not ten cleansed?” asked 
Jesus. “Where are the other 
nine?" And to the man He said, 
“Go thy way: thy faith hath made 
thee whole.” 

How many people have been 
hurt by those whom they have 
helped in time of need. Gratitude 
implies that we are under obliga- 
tion to someone, of course, but 
surely, when we have had kind- 
nesses shown to us, it is not only 
right, but a privilege, to keep it 
in mind and show that we are 
grateful. 

The Pharisees demanded to 
know when they might expect the 
kingdom of God to come. They 
were not looking for a spiritual 


_ kingdom, but one in which the 
Jews should be liberated from the 
yoke of the Romans and should 
set up their own kingdom with a 
Messiah as kin;y The kingdom of 
God. said Jesus. is not here nor 
there. for “behcld. the kingdom of 


God is within you.” 


Those Pharisces had the king- 
dom of God right with them, if 
they had but known. But they 
were blinded by the things of the 
earth. They could not see the 
truth and so they lost their op- 
portunity. 

Turning to His disciples He told 
them that before the kingdom ot 
God could come, His Son must 
“suffer many things, and be reject- 
ed of this generation.” As it was 
in the days of Noah. People went 
about their business of living— 
“they did eat, they drank, they 
married wives, they were given in 
marriage, until the day that Noah 
entered the ark. and the flood 
came, and destroyed them all.” 

It was the same in the days 
of Lot. When he went out of 
Sodom, the city was destroyed 
The things of the world absorbed 
them, and they Could not see the 
spiritual truths that would have 
saved them 

“Whosoever shall seek to save 
his life shall lose it; and whoso 
ever shall lose his life shall pre 
serve it.” 

The Lord expects His followers 
to be “kind to one to another, ten- 
derhearted, forgiving each other 
even as God also in Christ for 
gave you.” Then indeed. the King. 
dom of God will be within us, and 
we need “fear no evil.”

Boy Scout Anniversary Week and 
called upon the various Scoutmas- 
ters from Georgetown, Camino, Dia- 
mond Springs and Placerville to 
arise and “be seen.” There was a 
very large representation of Boy 
Scouts in uniform in the audience. 

Captain Kistle gave his talk and 
demonstration from the stage of the 
auditorium and was accompanied 
there by Bart Arundel, a vice-pres- 
ident of the Northern California 
Firemen’s Association, and Roger 
Douvres, acting for the Placerville 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

The speaker had brought with 
him a number of articles to be used 
in the demonstration and opened 
his talk by pointing out to the men 
present some of the fire hazards as- 

| sociated with the careless use of to- 
bacco and matches. 

Twenty-eight people lose their 
their lives every day as a result of 
carelessness by people in not giv- 
ing proper attention to the preven- 
tion of fires, he said. 

Captain Kistle dwelt at some 
length upon the dangers of home 
cleaning by gasoline. He noted that 
all of the commercial cleaning es- 
tablishments of the state co-operate 
with the state fire marshall’s office 
in the interest of fire prevention 
and made brief reference to the 
fire-proof installations which are 
required in commercial cleaning es- 
tablishments. 

He urged that if a person must 
dry clean clothing at home, they 
should by all means obtain one of 
the several products available which 
are safe to use, and should not in 
any event use gasoline for dry 
cleaning purposes. 

The proper mixture of one gal- 
lon of gasoline and air has the ex- 
plosive potentialities of eighty-three 
pounds of dynamite, he declared. | 

Captain Kistle demonstrated how 
readily gasoline can be touched off 
by just one spark coming into con- | 
tact with the gasoline vapors. 

He also showed how gasoline 
fumes seek a lower level than air, 
being heavier, and told how several 
people have been maimed or killed 
by dry cleaning clothes on their 
back porches, for instance. One way | 
this happens, he said, is that the 
gasoline fumes, being heavier than 
air, descend the back steps and get 
into the cellar where there is, per- 
haps, a pilot light burning in a 
water heater or other appliance. 
The fumes are touched off by the 


pilot light and a sheet of flames 


: and a 2 oil Con- 


follows the fumes in the flash of a 
second back to the back porch, or 
wherever else the gas vapors may | 
originate. 

Faulty electric appliance cords are 
often a source of fires, and the Sac- | 
ramento fire department averages | 
two alarms a month, he said, for 
fires resulting from electric irons 
left on ironing boards. 

He demonstrated how improper 
electrical installations can result in 
fires and showed what has st

Expressing thanks to Captain 
Kistle for his very instructive and 
entertaining visit, the chairman an- 
nounced that there will be a one- 
hour program in the interest of 
fire prevention, presented by the 
Placerville Firemen in connection 
‘with their annual dance on Feb- 
ruary 22. 

Jack Flynn, area field executive 
for the Golden Empire Council of 
Boy Scouts, spoke briefly expressing 
his interest at being present and 
paying particular compliment to the 
flourishing condition of the Placer- 
ville Cub Pack of Scouts, the jun- 
ior Scouting organization.
